Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Gregg Palmer intiated an interview to discuss the merits of 
the final office action mailed June 5, 2006 with regard to claim 1 and reference Ferguson et al. (US 5,394,609). 
Attorney Palmer asserted Ferguson's use of multiple reflow steps for surface mounting on a PCB does not read on the 
claim for solder reflow on the tap unit of the board. The examiner agrees that Ferguson teaches the solder reflow 
steps for SMT on a PCB for mounting circuits to each side of the card; however, the examiners reminded Attorney 
Palmer that the rejection is obvious in view of Chiang and each reference does not need to be anticipated by its own 
merits. Attorney Palmer also argued that no one skilled in the art would want to put solder on a PCMCIA interface and 
thus it is not obvious. The examiners suggested applicant file an affidavit stating such an argument in order to 
withdraw the current rejection. 
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
